To His Excellency Sir Wili^iam McGregor, M.D., K.C.M,G., C.B., 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief in and over the Island 
of Newfoundland and its Dependencies. 

May it Pleash; Your Exceixency, — 

To receive this my Annual Report of Public Schools under Church of Eng- 
land Boards of Education for the year ended 31st December, 1905. 

In the manner of its presentation it differs in no way from previous Reports. 
It gives a general review of the progress and difficulties observed in this Depart- 
ment of the Public Service, full statistical tables of schools in operation, notes 
upon the inspection of these schools, followed by appendices which it is hoped will 
materially assist Teachers and Boards in their respective relations and duties. 

The year that is closed was marked with considerable activity in the cause of 
education. The Legislature with unprecedented liberality made the large addition 
of $60,000 to existing grants, raising the total for this service to $247,619.64. 

In the distribution of this increase the Legislature accepted the recommenda- 
tions of the Superintendents, and allocated to Boards of Education $33,450, to Col- 
leges $2,689, to the Training of Teachers $2,303, and to the Augmentation of 
Teachers' Salaries (paid direct from Government) $21,558. 

The income of Boards of Education for general purposes has thus been in- 
creased 27.2 per cent., that of the Colleges nearly 25 per cent., that of the Board 
of Examiners 37 per cent., while the vote in augmentatinn of Teachers' salaries 
has received an increase of 69.6 per cent.. The amended Education Act provides 
that nine-tenths at least of the income of Boards shall be expended in the pajonent 
of Teachers* salaries. 

This arrangement has given pretty general satisfaction, and especially to 
teachers, whose interests have been well safe-guarded, their future prospects made 
more promising and their continuance in office, it is hoped, longer secured. 

As the work of the year here reported upon was completed before this in- 
crease began, I must leave to my next Report to speak of the effect which this 
most generous and considerate action of the Government must have in the uplift- 
ing of the youth of this Colony, and in its future greater well-being. 

I now proceed to review the work of the year and present the folowing ex- 
hibit of its operations.

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The Education Act, 1903, provides also that: 

(r) In the case of persons holding the degree of A. A. from the Council ot 
Higher Education, and otherwise conforming to Schedule E. of this 
Act: males, one hundred and fifty dollars; females, one hundred and 
twenty dollars. Teachers who have received the degree of A.A. from 
the Council of Higher Educ*ation shall be eligible to receive augmenta- 
tion grant due thereon, provided that in addition to subjects prescribed 
for First Grade in Schedule E. of this Act, they shall also pass in one 
modern or ancient language, mechanics, shorthand and elementary- 
science as prescribed by the aforesaid Council. 

Statement and condition of the Teachers' Pension Fund will be found in Ap- 
idix C. 

PUPIL TEACHERS AND THEIR TRAINING. 

To meet this constant retirement our main source of supply is the Training 
hools. These are the Church of England College and the Central Training 
hools of the C.C.C.S. By reference to the general summary it will be seen that 
;y-six Pupil Teachers and Teachers received to study for higher grades partook 
the benefit of the Grant of $2,060.28 for this purpose, and an additional $240.08 
>m other sources. The names and additions of these Teachers will be found in 
ble G. By Education Act, 1905, the Grant for training purposes is 
825.81, and already there are students absorbing this entire amount. 

For many years the better instruction and training of these young aspirants^ 
s received my most careful consideration, and although I am able to state that 
t Grant has been judiciously expended, and full value returned for it, yet I am 
r from satisfied that we have done all that could be done with it, and am hope- 
[ that some more desirable plan may be devised to have all taught together in 
e institution, and under one uniform system and syllabus, which under present 
rangements is an impossible scheme. 

By arrangement with the Directors of the Church of England College, a Mas- 
■ of Method has been engaged for this work. His duties are not confined to the 
lining of pupil teachers in this institution only; they cover that of all others 
lending the Central Trajning Schools. Mr. Hurst, the master so engaged,comes 
th the highest possible testimonials for this work, and has already made excel- 
it progress in it. The following extract from the Principal's Report will explain. 
e plan more fully: 

"The training of teachers has now been undertaken in earnest 
by the College. Hitherto we have been a training school in name only. 
True it is that many of the teachers-in-training have attended the 
College for varying periods, but we have only attended to the literary 
side of the training and have been unable to provide tor them profes- 
sional training. Thanks to an allocation made by the Government in 
the spring of this year, the College has been able to appoint a Master 
of Method. My directors, realizing the importance of the appoint- 
ment, sent me to England in July last to select a man for the position, 
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best in this work in the other forms. I should have liked many of 
you to have seen the competition for these prizes. Nothing but the 
tools and a drawn plan of the model to be worked was given to the 
boys competing, and from the drawing a splendid lot of models were 
worked. This branch of our work, commenced in September last, 
has proved to be all that we expected it to be and I am convinced 
from personal observation that the training received in this course 
is good and useful. I congratulate Mr. Samson on what he has 
achieved in one short year. Samples of the work done are on exhibi- 
tion on the walls to-night and I now issue a standing invitation to 
parents and friends to visit the Manual Training School and witness 
the boys at work." 

My own observations upon this branch confirms the above. I was present 
len the prize referred to was being competed for, and was struck with the ex- 
llent discipline observed, the enthusiasm which the pupils displayed and the plea- 
re they seemed to take in the exercise. 

SUPERIOR SCHOOLS. 

The Grant for Superior Schools for year ended 30th June, 1905, was $1,945.36. 
le expenditure on the twenty schools enumerated in Table F. was $3,550 the 
lance being made up from Grants in credit in the hands of Government. 

The amounts allocated to these Schools in the majority of cases were judic- 
jsly expended. Omitting the so-called High School on Bell Island, and adding 
ose in High Schools of Pushthrough and Trinity (given in Table C.) nine hun- 
ed and ten pupils attended these schools during the year. The work through- 
it has been in Standards IV. V. and VI. of Schedule G of the Act of 1903, and 
e results of examination have proved them to be of eminent service in giving 
pupils what they are supposed to give an education superior to that which they 
uld not otherwise obtain without the aid of this Grant. This Grant ranging 
Dm $200 to $100 together with a statutable double fee has enabled Boards to en- 
ge teachers of superior attainments, and that this is the case will be readily seen 
Dm the Table. Of the twenty teachers so engaged ten held an A.A. Diploma 
Dm the C.H.E., the remaining ten each held First Grade Certificate from the 
)ard of Examiners, and in addition an Intermediate Diploma of C.H.E. The 
erage salary of these twenty teachers was $396.25, the highest $489.50, the low- 
t $305. These teachers have secured for their pupils the following passes in the 
)uncirs Examinations, viz. : 68 Primary, 58 Preliminary, and 17 Intermediate, 
ith no Distinctions in Preliminary and 50 in Intermediate. Three scholars won 
oney prizes. 

The total fees paid by all pupils amounted to $856.23, an average of 94 cents 
ch, and for the 524 average attendance, an average of $1.63 each. In respect of 
ese fees, it is to be observed that they fall much below the scale prescribed by 
e Act, sec. 46. For pupils in Superior Schools in Standards IV. and V. the legal 
E is $3 a year, and for pupils in Standard VI. $4 a year. If teachers are engag- 

at a salary with fees they stand at present rate of payment to lose consider- 
ly during the year, and Boards should take every legitimate step to secure to 
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in the Preparatory School) — so that we are nearing the 200 notch. At the present 
moment there is every indication that the roll for the current year will show a 
marked increase, for there are actually 180 boys on the register now and others 
are sure to be added during the six months of the year that still remain. 

"The increase in the number of boys together with the expansion of our work, 
to which I shall refer in greater detail by and bye, taxes the capacity of the Col- 
lege building to the utmost and I am afraid that after another year my directors 
will have to consider the question of enlarging it. 

"And first, let me say a few words on the moral tone of the school. If we 
except the lessons given in Divinity from time to time by certain of the city clergy, 
and the beautiful form of service which has been adopted for the opening of Col- 
lege every morning in assembly in the College Hall — ^we do not conduct any 
set and appointed lessons in morals or religion, but rather dovetail this important 
part of our instruction into the intellectual and other exercises, so that through- 
out the day, whether the boys are at work or at play, moral development is being 
guided and assisted, and, as occasion arises, is emphasis placed upon some such 
virtue as truthfulness, obedience, honour, uprightness, cleanliness, and the like. 
It is not thought well, to put it in another way, to separate moral training alto- 
gether from the actual life led, but rather to make it the refining and ennobling 
consort of both the intellectual and the physical parts. 

"Such actual and distinct lessons as have been given in the College in the 
Scriptures have for the most part been conducted by the Rev. Canon Dunfield, the 
Rev. C. V. Cogan and the Rev. G. R. Godden and I gladly take this opportunity 
of thanking them. With the exception of one occasion — an occasion on which the 
reverend gentleman was indisposed. Canon Dunfield attended the opening of Col- 
lege on every Monday morning of the year and took the little boys of the 3rd form 
in Old Testament History. We thank him sincerely, 

"The result in the College of the moral training is most pleasing and I am 
glad to be able to report to you, without qualification, that in our judgment the 
tone of the College is most satisfactory. This is in no small measure due to the 
good influence exercised by our senior boys, our prefects, monitors and proba- 
tioners. We have from time to time had splendid senior lads, but taking one con- 
sideration with another I give it as my verdict that we have never had a set that 
have been a better leaven in the College than those who at the present time are our 
senior lads. We have had those who have done as well in his particular, but the 
present ones haVe not on the whole been excelled. Owing largely to their example, 
to mention one prevalent vice amongst the young of the city, we have no boys who 
discredit the institution by smoking in public places, nor do any so far as I know, 
indulge in the habit in private. My present senior boys are not, perhaps, quite as 
active in the exercise of their authority as some of previous years have been, but 
they can feel that by their self-denial and example they are doing a good work 
here and are performing the duty of Christian lads. My senior boys, I thank you 
and I respect you. 

"Secondly, I come to the intellectual training. The principal test of this lies 
in the public examinations for which many of the boys sit, but I never admit that 
they are the only test. Our work cannot be accurately guaged by looking at the 
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"3. B, B. S. DunHeld, who took the 2nd place in the Colony in the A.A., won 
the 2nd aggregate prize of 20 dollars and the first place and prize in French, with 
the 2nd place in English and Greek. 

"4. S. H. Morine, who took the first place in the Colony in the Int. Grade 
Exam, with the ist open scholarship of 20 dollars, as well as the ist place and 
prize in English, in Latin and in Greek. 

"5. G. J. Oke, who took the 3rd place in the Honours Division of the Int. 
Grade Diploma Examination. The examination work of S. Russell, R. Rowsell 
and J. E. Hanham is also worthy of special mention. 

"The whole of this work was done by men trained in Bp. Feild College under 
your humble servant — in fact you may say by a staff made on the premises. The 
staff from top to bottom was a Feildian staff and Peildian trained, for I now con- 
sider myself Bp. Feild College trained, and I suppose there are few of you who 
will deny that my long sojourn in ye ancient colonie has improved me in many 
particulars. 

"And now, thirdly, let me pass on to the physical development. This very 
properly takes the form of games, but we have our physical organizations, such as 
the Manual Training Dept. and the Cadet Corps. In the inter-collegiate games 
we have had our fair share of success. In cricket we took the bottom place — I 
somehow think we deserved a better but the Willow King is a curious dispenser of 
fortune and no respector of persons; he thinks no more of awarding a W.G. a 
duck than of granting a score of runs to the poorest bat in the team. In football 
we took the 2nd place and in hockey for the 3rd year in succession we took the 
first place. This last feat made the trophy ours permanently. The only regret- 
table feature about this stroke of good luck is that the Colleges are now left with- 
out a hockey trophy. His Excellency Governor McCallum presented the one we 
now hold some six or seven years ago and I know that the College will be de- 
lighted to learn that the present representative in this Colony of His Majesty the 
King of England and the King of Sport has informed me to-night that it will 
afford him very real pleasure to supply another shield to take the place of the one 
that has been permanently won. 

"It always seems to me that the best proof of the work of an educational in- 
stitution is to be found in the subsequent lives of the boys who have been educat- 
ed in it, and it is always a great pleasure to me to reflect upon the success of our 
old boys. Let me refer to a few: Nigel Jones, youngest son of our beloved 
Bishop, has just passed into Winchester; Stanley Marine who has gone to Upper 
Canada College has been placed in the Upper Fifth with boys whose average age 
is 17 while his own age is hardly 16. The class numbers 37. At the end of the 
first period there he topped the class in Latin, Greek, History and Geography, 
Algebra, Geometry and English Composition; Hugh Miller, who left here some 
years ago for England where he has fought his own way enters the Metropolitan 
College of Pharmacy in January and hopes to qualify shortly as a member of the 
Parmacentical Society of Great Britain; G. H. Hezvitt has taken his degree at 
Oxford with a 'class' in Mathematices in the Moderators' Examination and is now 
at a Theological College, England; he will probably be ordained next year to the 
sacred ministry; H. J. Barle, M.A., is one of the curates of the Cathedral Parish; 
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Neville Morine, at the end of his first year in the Dalhousie Law School took ist 
class honours in four of his five subjects and 2nd class honours in the remaining 
one; he also headed his class, though the youngest member of it; Wm. McCowen 
is holding a prominent position in India as a member of the Army Medical Ser- 
vice; Wallace and Randall McCowen hold high positions for their age in im- 
portant ships while Gerald has gone so far through his course at McGill without 
any failure; Bernard Harvey continues to rise towards the Admiralty while his 
brother Raymond is showing excellent business qualities in New York; in the 
town here, Feildians are doing the old College credit in every walk of life; some 
are bankers, others doctors, others engineers, others men of business, others teach- 
ers, others railway men, others lawyers, others clergymen and others mechanics. 



Preparatory Department. 

"On Tuesday afternoon last in the College Hall the little boys of the Pre- 
paratory Department gave an exhibition of song, recitation and action and re- 
ceived their prizes for the school year at the hand of Mrs. Edgar R. Bowring, the 
esteemed wife of our honoured Treasurer. A report of the year's work was also 
read, so that it is not necssary for me to neter into any details concerning this 
department this evening. Suffice it to say that the institution has now completed 
its seventh year and is rendering very valuable service to the College. We are 
finding that the boys, who have received their early training in the Preparatory 
School, are at a great advantage in their subsequent course in the College Proper 
over those who have entered the College later, and I consider this early training 
of sufficient importance to justify me in urging upon all parents who intend plac- 
ing their boys in the College to enter them at as early an age as possible in the 
Preparatory School. 

"Our staff has undergone considerable change since June last. Mr. Wright, 
owing to the great demand upon his time by music pupils, has retired from the 
staff; Mr. Day, owing, I am sorry to say, to ill health, has had to seek a more 
salubrious climate; Mr. Hurst, to whom I have already referred, has been ap- 
pointed Master of Method; Mr. Tayler, scholar of Magdalen College, Cambridge, 
and Master of Arts of that University (2nd class Classical Tripos) has been ap- 
pointed Classical Master, and in addition to taking the advanced classics of the 
College presides over Form Five; Mr. Richards has been added to the staff, prin- 
cipally for Mathematics and Commercial subjects. He was a student of the Col- 
lege some two years ago, and it was owing to the opinion which I formed of him 
at that time that I invited him upon the retirement of Mr. Day to take a place on 
the staff. Mr. Richards has taught for a number of years in the schools of the 
diocese, more particularly at Tilt Cove and Channel. We welcome the infusion 
of new blood in Mr. Hurst and Mr. Tayler, and I am sure all of you extend to the 
new-comers, one and all, your best wishes for happiness and success in their work 
in Newfoundland. While I welcome my new assistants, I thank most sincerely 
my old and tried colleagues for the faithful and consistent manner in which they 
have discharged their duties to the College and myself for a number of years 
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This most gratifying report reflects credit on Mr. Blackall and his assistants 
must be a source of much satisfaction to parents whose children are entrusted 
lis care. I need say no more in praise of the principal institution in the 
)ny for the education of our boys. 



BISHOP SPENCER COLLEGE.

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XX. REPORT OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOI^ OP NEWPOUNDLAND 

To remarks made respecting the work of this institution in my last Report T 
have little to add, save that its expansion is yearly increasing, and in proportion 
its expenditure also. At the end of the year the Council was face to face with a 
large debt, and had determined to close down its operations for the year 1906. 
This would have been a grevious disappointment as well as inconvenience to ap- 
plicants for examination, and on proper representation the Government generous- 
ly came to its rescue, and promised to recommend the Legislature to allocate $2,000 
for the present emergency, and to add the same amount to the annual Grant, 
which will then be $7,500. 

In the Examinations of the Council pupils of Church of England Schools re- 
ceived Certificates and Diplomas, as are more fully set out in Appendix D. 

Since the first year of its examinations, the centres have increased 716 per 
cent., the candidates for examination 263 per cent., while the income of the Coun- 
cil has increased only 13.75 per cent. 

RHODES SCHOLARS. 

The examination for the 1906 scholarship took place last month when one 
candidate only presented himself. Should he prove successful the Committee of 
Selection will have to make choice between him and one who last year was among 
the competing three. In a letter from Dr. Parkin, received a few days ago, he 
says of the Newfoundland scholars now at Oxford "Mr. Herbert is a very earnest 
good young man," and "Mr. Bond a very satisfactory fellow"; news which must 
be particularly gratifying alike to his friends and his tutors. 

Applications for conditions upon which these Scholarships are awarded may 
be had on application to Secretary of C.H.E. The Scholarship is of the value of 
£300 Stirling, tenable at the University of Oxford for three years, and candidates 
must be British subjects and be full eighteen years of age and not over twenty-one. 

SMALL SETTLEMENTS— AMALGAMATED SCHOOLS. 

As far as I am aware no amalgamation of funds for sparsley populated places has 
taken place during the year, and practically the law in this respect remains dormant. 
The grant for such purposes was largely increased by the Act of 1905, but with 
harbours, coves and creeks, not to mention places inland hitherto unoccupied be- 
coming settled the difficulty soon becomes as great as ever, and no grant denomin- 
ationally distributed could justifiably be made to meet it. I am persuaded after 
reading all that has been said upon the matter that the suggestion I made last year 
is the only one that meets the case with prospect of bettering these poor places and 
saving these people from swelling the band of illiterates already too numerous in 
the country. I append what I deem the only satisfactory remedy for the existing 
evil. The Legislature should enact in an amendment on the present Act the fol- 
lowing : 

Notwithstanding an)i:hing in this Act contained there shall be es- 
tablished a Board of Education charged with the superintendence of all 
educational matters in poor and sparsely populated places as follows: 
I. The Board shall consist of the superintendents of education, and 
a representative of each denomination for every 25,000 of its population. 
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2. This Board shall possess all the powers of Boards of Education 
in this Act contained. 

3. The Board shall engage and pay a Secretary out of such funds 
as may be placed under its control. 

4. The Board shall meet as often as occasion shall arise, and shall 
make full annual report of its operations to the Council of Public In- 
struction. 

5. The The Board shall have control over all school property in 
settlements where they shall establish schools. 

6. This Board may act in consultation with any denominational 
Board of Education with a view to assist in maintaining any school 
now in operation, and shall arrange the terms of same. 

7. No other Board of Education shall establish a school in a set- 
tlement, where the population of the denomination represented by 
such Board in such settlement amounts to less than 150 at least by 
the last preceding census. Provided this shall not interfere with any 
school in operation in such settlement at the passing of this Act. 

8. All money now allocated under the Poor Districts grant shall 
be placed at the disposal of this Board of Education to be expended 
in poor and sparsely settled places. 

9. In addition the usual per capita grants of settlements in which 
this Board shall establish schools shall be deducted from the appro- 
priation made to Boards of Education interested in such settlements 
and shall be paid to this Board and expended in poor and sparsely 
settled places. 

GENERAL. 

I quote again from my Report of last year with a view of showing some of 
the anomolies of the present system of administration and my solution for re- 
moval for some of them, not because I believe it will be at present accepted, but 
t6r reference in the future when our people shall have emerged into greater light 
and learning than they have reached to-day. 

" Among the duties imposed upon the Superintendent by the Education Act it 
is required that he shall oflFer suggestions on all educational subjects as he shall 
deem proper, ' "and that these shall be presented to the Legislature." ' Pursuant to 
this requirement, I beg to offer the following for the consideration of the Legisla- 
ture. The present system of administration and management of our education.il 
affairs has obtained now for just thirty years. In its initial stage, when its opera- 
tions were simple, elementary, and tentative, the machinery for the service was per- 
haps the best that could be devised; but the grooving nature of the work, not to 
speak of its importance, and the growing sentiment m favour of its further exten- 
sion and improvement alike call for some alteration in the methods of management. 
For these thirty years passed each denomination has managed and directed all edu- 
cational operations within its borders— <a.dyis«d ftnd assiated by U$ SiAperintendent., 
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Each has worked on its own lines, and on these lines the Superintendent has writ- 
ten a Report upon the various educational items that have naturally come within 
the purview of his observations, and there so far as the general interest of educa- 
tion is concerned it has ceased. Year in and year out this isolated, monotonous 
course has been pursued, each denomination existing apart from the others. There 
has been no intercommunion among the denomination, save when monetary con- 
siderations brought them together — no authoritative consultation on matters which 
call loudly for correction. There is no system and no head to the system. We have 
in practice as many systems, as many heads, as many mouthpieces, though some are 
silent, as there are denominations in the country; and each one follows its own de- 
vices. As a remedy for this disjointed system, and to promote uniformity along 
some definite and specified lines I suggest that there be constituted a department 
of the Civil Servic of this Colony to be called the "Educational Department" to 
consist of the Executive Council or a Committee of the same with some experien- 
ced associate or associates, appointed by the Governor in Council. 

This department shall have power : — 

1. To appoint such officers as may be necessary from time to time 
to examine schools, having regard to denominational interests, and to 
fix their salaries. 

2. To prescribe a course of instruction : 

(o) For elementary schools. 

(b) For superior schools. 

(c) For Colleges. 

3. To prescribe syllabus for teachers in training and to examine 
them for certificates of qualification according to their merits, i, 2, 3. 

4. To pay all orders of Chairman of Boards of Education ; (o) for 
salaries amounting to a specific percentage of their entire grant; and, 
(b) such other orders for school purposes in their respective districts 
up to the limit of their full allocation. 

5. To write annually and present to the Legislature one Report up- 
on all school operations coming within the sphere of their notice. 

6. To prescribe method of providing for poor and sparsely settled 
places. 

Under and in connection with this department there might be an Advisory 
Board consisting of the members of the C. H. E. This would give this Council 
a more defined and recognized position as an educational agency and bring it into 
alliance with the education of the country. At present it is an independent organ- 
ization, and save in one slight particular unconnected with other of our education- 
al work. 

The advantage I conceive to result from this amalgamation of forces would be 
tc have a "body fitly framed together," instead of one now disjointed or many- 
jointed. It would secure uniformity of action by all denominations, economy in 
administration, advance the cause of education more generally, and remove the 
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imputation sometimes hurled at the present system, that the building up of a de- 
nomination is the chief thing aimed at, and not the advancement of the cause of 
education. All this can be secured without interfering with the denominational 
basis upon which matters are now settled. 

In respect to economy. By the last printed Reports (1903) Boards of Educa- 
tion had on hand the large balance of $16,619.14. Assuming that this amount has 
been borrowed by Government, and that this sume remains in bank from year to 
year (as a matter of fact this balance varies little from year to year) the interest 
on it at 4^ per cent, would amount to $747.86. To this add $1,058.01 now paid 
"Secretary" as per same Reports, and at least $500 saved in printing Reports, we 
have on hand for working expenses of this proposed Department $2,305.87. The 
services of the present Secretary in the Colonial Secreatry's Office now charged 
with educational finance might be utilized to greater advantage in the service. 

In practice the mode of payment of Grants would fall into line with the plan 
now obtaining in respect of payment of augmentation to Teachers made direct from 
the Colonial Secretary's Office. The orders drawn by Chairman would be as ne- 
gotiable as checks on banks now are. The difference would be that instead of the 
bank having the free use of $16,619 every year the country and education would 
benefit to the extent of interest thereon. I submit this plan is worth the venture."

DISTRICT OF PETTY HARBOR. 

The District of Petty Harbor consists of all settlements lying between Brookfield 

and Placentia, exclusive. 

Board of Education.— Rev. H. K; Woodward, Chairman ; Emanuel Chafe, Josiah 
Chafe, Alan Chafe, Henry Winsor. 

Population — 714; Grant — $207.55. 

The C.C.C.S., at Petty Harbor under Mr. Legge maintains its good status. 
The Board School at the Goulds suffers much from frequent changes of teachers 
occasioned by the difficulty of procuring suitable lodgings. Every year sees a 
change. Improvement is next to impossible. The Board has also a school open 
at Aquaforte. 



DISTRICT OF PORTUGAL COVE. 

The District of Portugal Cove commences at the east end of Windsor Lake, to 

Horse Cove, inclusive. 

Board of Education.— Rev. W. Smith, Chairman ; S. Tucker, A. Squires, E. Hard- 
ing, E. Somerton. 

Population — 1,519 ; Grant — $593.74. 

As before noted, Bell Island, formerly a part of this District has been made 
a separate District, with its own Board. There were two schools in operation 
imder Portugal Cove Board. The one at St. Philip's (Broad Cove) is remarkable 
for an average attendance of twenty-eight out of ninety-three registered for the 
year — epidemics the cause. Still, Mr. Belbin is attentive and conscientious in his 
duties. A new school is a pressing necessity. 

The C.C.C.S. School at Portugal Cove has had a year of success. The girls 
are taught plain and fancy needle work by Miss Smith the assistant, and most 
creditable specimens of their handywork were sent to the C.H.E. and exhibited 
also on the day of examination. Candidates passed successfully the Primary Ex- 
amination of the C.H.E. 

Three Schools are necessary for population on Bell Island. Two are in ex- 
treme points of the Island, and Lance Cove takes the centre. To maintain them 
it has been necessary to supplement above grant from other sources. I am in- 
debted to the Clergyman for the following notes. 

Beach, Superior School. — Examined the school in Church Catechism and St. 
Matthew's Gospel. In the upper classes found a good knowledge of the subjects. 
The lower classes, epcamined in the Church Catechism gave excellent answers to 
the questions. The results gave evidence of great care and attention. 

Freshwater. — The children here showed a fair knowledge of above two sub- 
jects. Some good work had been done. 

Lance Cove. — The school as far as religious knowledge is concerned is in ex- 
cellent condition. The answers were bright and intelligent and the teacher may 
be congratulated on the satisfactory results obtained. 

Bell Island has been made a separate District. 
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given. Help has been afforded from poor Districts grant and full return made for 
all money expended. The school at Salmon Cove passed a creditable examination 
in May last, and a subsequent visit made clear the teacher's vigilance and attention 
to duty. At the Broads a small school, kept by a female teacher was not in very 
good shape in any respect. I brought her to St. John's, and after six months 
study at the Training School she has returned to resume her work. At Juniper 
Stump the teacher has done very good work during the year among a people long 
neglected. At North River the attendance for the year was fifty-nine. Mr. Dawe 
labours under great drawbacks here. The people are almost all engaged in the 
Labrador fishery — migrating in entire families. This affects attendance so largely 
as to make two schools a winter and summer one. Progress under such conditions 
is next to impossible. 



DISTRICT OF PORT-DE-GRAVE. 

Port-de-Grave extends from Otterbury to Russel's Brook. 

Board of Education.— Rev. A. A. Cramp, Chairman ; Harold Andrews, William 
Dawe, John French, J. T. Boone, C. H. Morgan. 

Population — 1,283 J Grant — $480.50. 
The C.C.C.S. school-room at Ship Cove has been much improved by a parti- 
tion dividing the school into two separate departments, each one under its own 
teacher. The work was proceeding with intelligence, and the children were making 
commendable progress. At Hibb's Hole I found the faithful teacher with a room- 
full of small children doing his best. I am pleased to learn that out of the increas- 
ed grant the Board has made his salary more adequate to the needs of a married 
man with a family. 

The school at Bareneed was for a year under a first grade male teacher, since 
an A.A., removed to the District of Burgeo. His pupils were well cared for and 
1 found matters greatly improved. 



DISTRICT OF COLEY'S POINT. 

Board of Education.— Rev. Jas. Bell. Chairman ; John Dawe, John Kelly, S. Brad- 
bury (of Stephen), R. S. Mercer, W. H. Greenland, Wm. French (of Benj.) 

Population — 881 ; Grant — ^$422.66. 
The two schools of this District has had a year of successful work. At 
Country Path I found the room full, over seventy attending, and class work was 
proceeding with intelligence and energy. The room is sadly in need of repairs 
both inside and out, and of enlargement to make work comfortable and more suc- 
cessful. At Coley's Point I found the school-house very much enlarged, and di- 
vided into two departments, as every superior school should be. The rooms were 
both full — and the children seemed eager and alive for improvement. In Mr. Nor- 
man's division matters were exceedingly creditable. Miss Greenland's requires an 
assistant for the large number in her department. 

The School Board has shown exemplary energy in all that appertains to the 
building and the progress of the school. 
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did fairly well. At New Harbor I found the teacher absent through sickness. At 
Greenes Harbor matters were in a much better condition than I have found them 
for some years past. 

DISTRICT OF NORMAN'S COVE. 

Norman's Cove extends from South Dildo to Centre Cove inclusive. 

Board of Education.— Rev. H. G. Pegg, Chairman; Wm. Day, Robert Hillier, 
Thomas Warren, James Thome, Solomon Reid, John I^uther. 

Population — 656; Grant — ^$314.72. 

Change of teachers whom it is difficult to keep in some of the poor settle- 
ments of this District retarded progress materially. South Dildo and Chance Cove 
jire still without teachers. Norman's Cove had been but recently opened when [ 
was in the District. Bay Bull's Arm school is too small for number in attendance. 
The people are engaged in getting out frame this winter, and the teacher will 
it is hoped, bring up some long standing, arrears of backwardness of the children 
of this place. 

DISTRICT OF RANDOM. 

Randem extends from Centre Cove to Hatcher's Cove. 

Board of Education.— Rev. A. E. Tulk, Chairman; John Vey, Simon Smith, 
Samuel Green, Stephen Smith, William Balson, James Dodge. 

Population — 591 ; Grant — $283.53. 

Six schools conducted by three teachers each in alternate periods of about 
three months were operated in this District, and one hundred and fifty eight 
children benefitted by the instruction given. At Long Beach the children are 
$mart beyond the average and make good progress while school is open. At 
Hodge's Cove the progress is slow but sure. AxHearfs Base candidates for Pri- 
mary C.H.E. were doing well. This is a new departure in this part of the Island 
and such peresvering conduct of the teachers is to be commended. At my first 
visit to Random Sound, one school sufficed for all denominations and 'the same 
mav be said of Smith's Sound. 



DISTRICT OF SMITH'S SOUND. 

Smith's Sound extends from Hatcher's Cove, exclusive, to Dark Harbor. 

Board of Education.— Rey. A. E. Tulk, Chairman ; Alfred Stone, Aaron Stone, 
William H. Ryan, Matthew Pitcher, William Carberry, James Walters. 

Population — 565; Grant — ^$136.04. 
Seven schools were in operation in this District during the year, two for 
twelve and five for three months. A glance at above income will show how utter- 
ly inadequate it is to acomplish even this. The C.C.C.S. maintains one at Bur- 
goyne's Cove, and the poor District grant is pledged for help in this District. One 
hundred and fifty-nine children were admitted into these schools. At Burgoyne's 
Cove matters were much improved and so far as the education of the place goes, 
it may be said to be satisfactory. A new school-room is badly needed with a com- 
plete suite of school furniture. The people willingly assist if help is afforded them 
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DISTRICT OF TRINITY EAST. 

Trinity East extends from Green Bay to Little Catalina, inclusive. 

Board of Education.— Rev. G. S. Chamberlain, Chairman ; Thomas Martin, I<con- ' 
ard Miles, Joseph Gullage, 8r., William Abhford, Peter Coleridge, F. Somerton. 

Population — 673 ; Grant — 322.87 

The two schools of this District had an enrolment of one hundred and fifty 
for the year. In the Upper Division of the Superior School the twenty-three pupils 
present were of diverse attainments, and required to be thoroughly grounded in 
even elementary subjects before proceeding to the higher branches supposed and 
required to be taught in such a school. In the Lower Division the forty-five pres- 
ent were full of life and eager to learn. They read and spelled well, were sharp 
at figures and were under good discipline. 

At East Point a cosy room filled with forty-two pupils, thirty-eight of whom 
were below Standard. The teacher should give greater attention to Dictation, and 
to explanation in the different rules of Arithmetic. The school is popular and 
maintains its good reputation for good attendance. 



DISTRICT OF BONAVISTA BAY SOUTH. 

Bonavista Bay extends from Little Catalina to Upper Amherst Cove, inclusive. 

Board of Education.— Rev. A. G. Bayly, B.A., Chairman ; Rev. A. E. C. Bayly, W. 
Sweetland, John lyswrence, Robt. Brown (of Stephen), S. Mifflen, Walter Brown 
(Amherst Cove), Jos. Thompson, William Miles. 

Population — 1,937 J Grant — $794.24. 

Apart from the upper department of the High School there were seven schools 
in operation in this District during the year and one for part of year. They were 
as follows: Maherly — ^The average attendance of this school for the year was the 
best in the District. The most of the time is given to reading and spelling. Arith- 
metic is poor; the teacher is conscious of this defect in her teaching and does her 
best to remedy it. 

Bonavista Primary. — Fifty-five pupils registered for year made an average at- 
tendance of forty-two. Reading was good in all classes. Spelling and writing were 
fair. Arithmetic weak in Standard IIL Copy and exercise books require careful 
supervision. 

Spillar's Cove. — The school here is well attended during the summer. At 
time of my visit very few pupils were in attendance but these were doing well in 
charge of a competent and enthusiastic teacher. The average attendance for year 
was sixteen. Six exercise and copy books were neatly done. 

Nezi'man's Cove. — A small school kept by ungraded teacher was in opera- 
tion here for a part of the year with an average attendance of nine, all in elemen- 
tary subjects. 

Amherst Cove. — The attendance at this school fluctuates during the year This 
school supplies Amherst Cove and Middle Cove with educational requirements, 
the first place being some distance from the school, and although forty pupils 
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but none beyond Standard III. The school-room had been repaired and now 
presents a very neat appearance. At Brooklyn I found twenty-three pupils pres- 
ent, five of whom read well in Standard V. had made a beginning in Grammar and 
Geography and worked Problems in Simple and Compound Rules. There were 
no suitable desks in school. Writing in copy and exercise books was not up to 
much. The room has been shingled and repaired and painted. Discipline and 
order good. 

Canning's Cove. — School had only been opened for a fortnight previous to 
my visit having been closed for six months. The teacher is enthusiastic, had 
classes well managed, and was doing well with fourteen pupils in regular at- 
tendance. No desks in school. Impossible to write in copy books. 

At Indian Arm, Seal Cove, Musgrave Town and Muddy Cove, schools had 
been open for a part of the year with average attendance from eight to fifteen, all 
doing a useful work. 



DISTRICT OF SALVAGE. 

Salvage extends from Clode Sound to Gooseberry Island, inclusive. 

Board of Education. — Rev. E. Rusted, Chairman; Ken. Burden, Wm. Brown, sr., 
John Moss, Jos. Squires, Wm. Hiscock (Flat Islands), Stephen Oldford (Squid 
Tickle). 

Population— 1,^7 \ Grant— $77g.S^. 

Number enrolled for year in the five elementary schools of this District was 
two hundred and sixty-two, the High School had an enrolment of twenty-four and 
the C.C.C.S. of one hundred and two, making a total of three hundred and eighty 
eight for the year. 

Happy Adventure. — I found an ungraded teacher in charge. She had per- 
formed her duties faithfully, and the twenty-eight present at examination pleased 
me much. The room needs a coat of paint. At Salvage Bay the irregular atten- 
dance of the pupils is a source of trouble to the teacher who is eager for their 
advancement. The number present at examination was small and their attain- 
ments were varied. The results were as good as could be expected under the 
circumstances. The teacher has since left for a higher school. 

Salvage High. — The pupils had not come in after the summer vacation so only 
nine attended the examination, these were doing well. At C.H.E. examination in 
June one passed in the Intermediate Grade, gaining two Distinction points, two 
passed in Preliminary Grade, gaining eight Distinction points and five won Pri- 
mary Certificates. The teacher is an A.A., of C.H.E.., and gets the best possible 
results from her pupils. The C.C.C.S. in the same building was closed at the time 
of my visit ; it had an average attendance of fourteen for the year. 

Squid Tickle. — The teacher is doing well with forty pupils enrolled arranged 
in classes from Standard I. to IV. inclusive. At Sailor's Island school was open 
for a part of the year only with an average attendance of fourteen, all in elemen- 
tary subjects. 
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the teacher was fully alive to the requirements of her pupils. Three Primaries 
passed C.H.E. examinations in June. Pound Cove school wos only open for a part 
of the year but the creditable manner in which the pupils performed their task 
reflects credit on their teacher who had such a short time to prepare her pupils. 

Ncwtozvn. — Matters kept up their usual standard during the year. The num- 
ber enrolled was seventy-six, the average attendance fifty. This school was one 
of our most successful one in C.H.E. Examinations and won two Intermediate 
Grade Diplomas, three Preliminary, and three Primary Certificates. Mr. Andrew's 
resigned in June and is now teaching the High School at Channel, while S. J. 
Bishop has taken his place. 

Pinchard's Island. — School matters here are very satisfactory. A change of 
teachers' has also taken place here. Mr. Harnett, after three years of successful 
work left to attend B. F. College, and another has taken his place. Six 
pupils passed Preliminary C.H.E. Examinations and three Primary. Fifty-five 
pupils was the enrolment for the year. 



DISTRICT OF FOGO. 

Fogo extends from Ragged Harbor to Change Islands, inclusive, including 
all islands within the said limits. 

Board of Education— Rev. E. A. Butler, Chairman ; Wm. Earle, Saml. Harnett, 
Kobt. Irish, Aaron Stone, James Jones, Wm. Furze. 

Population— 1,2^ ; Gran^— $904.80. 

This District is now well supplied with schools, nine being in operation for 
the whole or part of the year. The number of pupils enrolled, not including High 
School, was three hundred and fifty-eight and the average attendance two hundred 
-and fifteen, or nearly sixty per cent, of the number enrolled. At Indian Islands 
matters were much in the same state as last year. At Seldom Come By a female 
teacher does well with an average attendance of twelve. A new school has been 
erected. At Joe Bait's Arm I found sixty pupils in attendance well classified in 
Standard I. to VI. The work was very well done in all classes but discipline seems 
weak. One girl from this school passed Preliminary C.H.E. in June. At Barr'd 
Island fifty-three pupils registered for quarter, fifty-one was in attendance. They 
were mostly young and up to Standard IV. gave a good account of themselves. 
The room is badly in need of repairs and is too small for present requirements. 

At Shoal Bay a teacher taught for three months during the winter with an 
average attendance of fifteen attainments and all in elementary subjects. 

At Eastern Tickle the teacher is much interested in the work and always does 
well with the pupils entrusted to her care. 

Fogo Primary. — I was much pleased with the sixty-seven children who at- 
tended this school on day of examination. Their answers to my questions were 
bright and intelligent; their work which included Standard III. was as good as 
1 have seen from any of that class. The order and discipline were good and mat- 
ters were very satisfactory. 
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ed a fair examination. The room is airy and commodious and with some slight 
external repairs will last for years. Forty- four at The Arm school read and spelled 
well — ^but care and better classification arrangements are necessary to improve 
them in other subjects. The room sadly needs repairs. The school at Moreton's 
Harbor, twenty-six present did well in usual elementary subjects. Copy and ex- 
ercise books neat and clean. Property needs repair. 



DISTRICT OF BOTWOODVILLE, 

Botwoodville shall consist of Botwoodville and all settlements between Glenwood 
Millertown and the line of Rail. 

Board of Education— J. W. Aitkin, Chairman; J. T. Bendle, Harry Burt, J.P., 
Thomas JyCthbridge, Charles Pittman. 

Population — 300; Grant — $143.92. 

The one and only school under this Board at Botwoodville had thirty-seven 
registered for the year. Fifteen were present ranging from Standard V. to Primer. 
The teacher is well liked, and her work is appreciated, all verified by enquiry and 
examination. 

There is need of an amalgamated school at Morris Arm, and I have recom- 
mended the same to this Board, and there, Isuppose, it will rest. No other plan 
than Legislative compulsory amalgamation will bring about satisfactory school 
affairs in these settlements of various denominations. 



DISTRICT OF EXPLOITS. 

Exploits extends from Muddy Hole to Ward's Harbor, inclusive. 

Board of Education— Rev. I<1. Godden, Chairman ; J[asper Rowsell, George 
Sceviour, George Foote, Elijah fanning, Moses Hill, Archibald Rowsell. 

Population — 691 ; Grant — $331.50. 

The great difficulty of providing this District with satisfactory educational fa- 
cilities is that many settlements are built on islands widely separated. Three 
schools were in operation, one for a whole year, and two for part of the year. 
The number under tuition was sixty-three, the number in average attendance 
thirty-five. At Leading Tickles during the winter months the average attendance 
was only six, as no communication could be had with the other islands, the ice 
not being strong enough to walk on, and too hard to get a boat through. Nineteen 
pupils in Standards IV. to I. were present when I visited the school. The re- 
sults were as good as could be expected under the circumstances. 

At Winter House Cove schools is kept in a log hut, thirteen in attendance, 
twelve of whom had never attended school before. Arrangements are being made 
to erect a school building midway between this and Beach Cove. The interest 
shown by the people in having a school for first time was commendable. At Burnt 
Islands ten pupils attended regularly during the winter but when spring opened 
left for other work. The average attendance for the week of my visit was four. 
School is kept in an unoccupied dwelling house. 
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DISTRICT OF NOTRE DAME BAY NORTH. 

Notre Dame Bay extends from Ward's Harbor to Gull Island. 

Boatd of Kducation— Rev. A. Pitman, Chairman ; W. E. Cunningham, F. J. Wil- 
liams, B. T. Boyles, S. J. Blackler, Wm. Walker. 

Popula Ho n — 999 ; Gra n t — $479.29. 

Notre Dame Bay North is a very extensive District and it has been decided to 

make Pilley's Island an educational centre with a school Board, thus making two 

Districts. 

At Heads Harbor a small school has been kept up by the people with a small 
grant of twenty dollars from the School Board. Miss Purchase gave elementary 
instruction in this school, which was much appreciated by the residents. 

At Round Harbor twenty-two pupils were registered for quarter and sixteen 
were present on day of examination. They were of diverse attainments and re- 
quired individual teaching. School is kept in a place totally unfit for the purpose 
and some means should be devised to have a suitable building erected. Tilt Cove 
Primary. — Very little can be done with this department as the room is too small 
for the teachers to work in. The work was poor and discipline and order were 
weak. At Shoe Cove matters were about the same as usual. 



DISTRICT OF WHITE BAY. 

White Bay extends from Gull Island, exclusive, to Ireyand's Bight, inclusive. 

Board of Education— Rev. C. Wood, Chairman ; John Jacob, William Rice, Thos. 
Rice, John Ford, George Pearce, Luke Gale (of Job). 

Population — 1,067 ; Grant — $51 1.90. 
Four schools were operated in this District for the year having a roll of 142. 
At time of my visit all teachers were taking holiday, but I learnt from the Chair- 
man and others that the schools at Jackson's Arm, Western Cove and Bear Cove 
with Sopp's Arm, were serving a very useful purpose, and that the teachers were 
giving satisfaction. At Harbor Deep I found the teacher had left altogether. His 
place I have been fortunate to fill — I say fortunate because very few teachers can 
be found to go to these isolated and lonely places — His time is divided between 
this place and Duggan's Cove. 



DISTRICT OF STRAITS OF BELLE ISLE. 

The Straits of Belle Isle extends from Ireland's Bight to Castor River, inclusive, 
and the coast of Labrador from Blanc Sablon to Chateau, inclusive. 

Board of Education— Rev. J. T. Richards, Chairman. 

Population — 1,356 ; Grant — $650.54. 
This is a most difficult District to arrange for, educationally. The extent of 
the District on both sides of the Straits of Belle Isle, the scattered nature and 
number of its settlements, and the smallness of the grant make it a puzzle where to 
place schools to accomplish the greatest good. In addition, the difficulty of pro- 
curing teachers for these isolated places often causes school to be closed. The best 
that can be done is done, by giving each place some share of the grant, and by 
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placing one teacher in charge of two or more places. One hundred and fifteen 
children attended the five schools during the year. This year the teachers are 
working in other settlements. 

DISTRICT OF BONNE BAY. 

Bonne gay extends from Castor's River to Trout River, inclusive. 

Board of Education— Rev. J. T. Hiscock, Cfaairman ; J. Noel, W. Raikes, J. A. 
Squires, William Prebble. 

Population — 1,538 ; Grant — $747.34. 

The same observations apply to this District. Four of the six teachers em- 
ployed left during last summer, and the others were taking holiday when the In- 
spector was on his way to the District. In consequence his usual visit was post- 
poned. The vacancies have been filled, and the full number of schools is now ii 
operation. Two hundred and ninety-one children had the benefit of instruction 
during the year. 



DISTRICT OF BAY Of ISLANDS. 

Bay of Islands extends from Trout River to Serpentine River, inclusive. 

Board of Education— Rev. H. Petley, Chairman ; G. Wheeler, K. Brake, Alex. 
Reid, Major Sheppard, John I^eggo, John Bagg, J. A. I^eGrandais, S. Bellam. 

Population — 1,293 ; Grant — $485.28. 
The population of this Bay is fast increasing and in consequence the demand 
for more schools increases with it. Seven schools under as many teachers were 
employed for varying periods of the year, as will be seen from the Tables. At 
Humber Mouth for three months teaching, the results were commensurate with 
the expenditure. The Superior School at Curling suffered from the snow blockade 
of last winter. The teacher had gone to Conception Bay to attend his father's 
funeral, and was unable to return, the whole work of the department being thrown 
upon the assistant. The Inspector reports that the results of the examination of 
the thirty-five present showed that no improvement had been made since last re- 
port. The school has been re-opened under two enthusiastic teachers from whose 
labours no doubt it will reach its former good status. The other schools in the 
District were closed at time of visit of Inspector. 



DISTRICT OF SANDY POINT. 

Sandy Point shall extend from Serpentine River to South Side, St. George's. 
The Board shall meet at Sandy Point.

One school only, that at Sandy Point, was in operation in this District for a 
year. The second, at Seal Rocks was opened but for three months. At Sandy 
Point the fifty present did themselves and their teacher great credit, and matters 
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were never more satisfactory. The people have largely assisted in the erection of 
a commodious, comfortable school-room, and generally manifest considerable in- 
terest in the education of their children. 



DISTRICT OF BARACHOIX. 

Barachoix extends from South Side to Low Point.

Three schools with a roll of one hundred and twenty-four for the year were 
open for close upon twelve months. At Robinson's with thirty-seven present im- 
provement was conspicuous in all subjects, and pupils seemed eager and anxious 
to learn. The room is poorly fitted with desks, but I have no doubt that the peo- 
ple, who take much interest in their school, will soon supply this deficiency. 

At Middle Barachoix the people contribute a liberal sum towards teacher's 
salary, and generally take much interest in the progress of their children. Out 
of thirty-three on the roll fifteen did very creditably in the three R's. 

At Crabb's a new school-room is being built, again largely by the people. 
Thirty pupils present were well classified and well taught, were under good disci- 
pline, and passed a good examination. 



DISTRICT OF CODROY. 

Codroy extends from Crabb's Brook to Red Rocks, inclusive.

The one school opened by the Board of this District has had a roll of over 

one hundred for the year, but with an average in daily attendance of but forty-one. 

The Chairman of this District takes a lively and intelligent interest in all that 
appertains to the good of his flock, as manifested in the many improvements made 
in the next District. 



DISTRICT OF CHANNEL. 

Channel extends from Red Rocks to Hiscock's Point, exclusive.

Six schools including the Upper Division of Channel High School were in 
operation in this District during the year. In the Primary Department of the High 
School two teachers had charge of one hundred and twenty children, too closely 
packed for convenience in teaching, yet though so many, the results were gratify- 
ing. A Kindergarten Department in a separate room is the great desideratum 
here. At Grand Bay with eighteen present, the results up to Standard III. were 
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pleasing and satisfactory. At Fox Roost nineteen pupils were being taught in an 
unsuitable dwelling house. Results as good as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. At Isle atix Mort a new school has been erected. The sixteen pres- 
ent passed a pleasing examination. At several of these schools a Log Book is 
missing. 

DISTRICT OF ROSE BLANCHE.

Five schools were in operation for a whole or 
part of the year. At Burnt Islands the teacher resigned in the early part of the 
year and another arrrived a few days before I reached there. The school is badly 
in need of paint. Desks are also wanted. At Harbor LeCou not much improve- 
ment since my last Report. School-room clean, order and discipline were fair. 

Rose Blanche Primary Department of High School was crowded with sixty- 
eight pupils, (too many for one teacher to manage), fifty-four of whom were in 
Standard L, Primer and alphabet. The balance of fourteen were doing Standard 
II. work with fair success. A Kindergarten Department should be established for 
the little ones. Little Bay school was in operation for part of year only. Fifteen 
registered; fourteen present on examination. The work was well done in exercise 
and copy books. I heard classes one and two read and spell, and was satisfied that 
they were being well taught. At Grand Bruit, thirteen pupils in attendance had 
not gone beyond the three R's.

At Pox Island school had only been open about a month before my visit. The 
pupils were all very young and were doing as well as could be expected seeing 
they have but four months school in a year.

At Connaigre school is kept in a building unfit for the purpose. Preparations 
are being made to erect a new one. The twelve pupils who attended school on 
day of examination gave a good account of themselves. Writing in copy books 
very neat and clean. Order and discipline were very good. I was pleased with 
work. 

Hr. Briton. — Here considerable trouble "was given to former teachers by the 
irregular attendance of pupils. Now of forty registered for year thirty-two were 
in average attendance. Teachers can often improve the attendance by tact and 
judgment. The pupils passed a very creditable examination, the best here for 
some time. Room clean, tidy and homelike. Order and discipline were good. 

At North Side Mrs. Stone keeps a Primary School going, and does her best 
with twenty-four pupils. New room erected here not yet occupied. At Jersey Hr. 
I found Miss Hann busily occupied with seventeen pupils all of whom did credit 
to themselves and the teacher. 

Coomb* s Cove. — Thirty-two pupils well classified in Standards V. to I. were 
doing Standard work. Arithmetic was well done to Practice and Proportion, as 
wer^ also Parsing, Dictation, Composition and Geography. In the lower classes 
the work was thorough. Exercise books require supervision, the work is untidy. 
Room has been painted chiefly through teacher's exertions. 

Boxey. — Here the results were very fair in the four classes, Standards IV. to

The C.C.C.S. at Belleoram is crowded with an average attendance of seven - 
:y-three. The pupils were not so quick at their work as I would like to see them. 
Mr. Curnew is assisted by Miss Cluett who exercises much tact and ability in 
Taining the little ones committed to her charge. The examination showed both 
departments to be in a satisfactory condition. The school grounds have been 
ienced and the dwelling has been repaired and painted. 

At Rencontre I found school matters satisfactory. The children were well 
aught, orderly and well behaved. 

At Stone's Cove a new school-room had been erected. The teacher takes in- 
:erest in his pupils. This is shown by the average attendance which is thirty-three 
)ut of forty registered. Three pupils in V. and six in IV.. gave proof by their 
^ork in these Standards that they were fully up to the requirements. 

At Harbor Mille matters were moving along in the same old groove.

At Frcnchman*s Cove an ungraded female was busy with eleven pupils all ii 
tlementary subjects. She was doing well and giving satisfaction. School wa 
kept in a new building not quite finished. 

At Morticr Bay I found school closed, teacher home on holidays. School '.: 
Vept here for only part of the year. A small school at Rock Hr. is appreciatec 
by the people. 

At Bull's Cove I found school matters better than for some time. Of fifty 
eight pupils registered forty-three were in attendance on day of examination, 
examined six pupils in Standard V. subjects, four in Standard IV., ten in Stan 
dard III., eight in Standard II. and was pleased with their work. The room ha: 
been painted and renovated and is comfortable and clean. The order and discip 
line were good. I have never seen better results here. 

At Port-aux-Bras also I was glad to see that after so many years of back 
wardness a step forward had been taken. Thirty-eight pupils present, eight o 
whom read in Standard IV. and did the subjects ennumerated in that Standard 
pleased me, while the lower classes had done correspondingly well in their re 
spective subjects. School-room painted, looks bright and cheerful. Order and dis 
cipline good and registers well kept.

At Bain Harbor I found Mr. Shears in charge with an attendance of fort} 
pupils arranged in five classes from Standards I. to V.. I examined them in tht 
^sual subjects and with the exception of reading, which was indistinct, all sub- 
jects enumerated in the different Standards above mentioned were fairly wel 
known.. A new school and teacher's residence have lately been erected, largely b} 
the people themselves, who gave money and labour gratuitously towards the 
buildings. 
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Tack's Beach. — Here I always find matters satisfactory. The teacher is com- 
petent, diligent, and deserves praise for his efforts to educate the children entrust - 
to his care. Thirty-eight pupils present showed by their work, written and oral, 
that they were doing well. Order and discipline were good. A new school-rooiii 
with modern desks and furniture is badly needed. 

Haystack. — School was closed. Teacher resigned in the early spring. I as- 
sembled the pupils, examined them in the different Standards and found thetn 
satisfactory. 

Spencer's Cove. — A small school was open here in a new room for part of 
the year. I examined twelve scholars who presented themselve for examinatioii 
and found that for the time at school good progress had been made in Standards 
III, II. and I. 

Harbor Buffett. — A female teacher was in charge with an attendance of twen- 
ty four. They passed a very creditable examination in Standards I. to V. Order 
and discipline were good. 

N. E. Harbor Buffett. — I was very much pleased with the neat and com- 
fortable room and the thorough work of the pupils. I congratulated the teacher 
on her work. Fourteen pupils present. 

Small schools were kept at St. Joseph's, Merasheen and Arnold's Cove with 
small attendances and small attainments. 



DISTRICT OF BATTLE HARBOR.

For greater interest and better supervision the Chairman of this 
District is now looking after the educational interests of Sandwich Bay. 



DISTRICT OF SANDWICH BAY. 

Sandwich Bay shall extend from Spotted Islands to Hack.

The only teacher employed in this Bay is under the C.C.C.S. Mr. Pye keeps 
school at Cartwright during the summer and fall when the largest number can at- 
tend. He itinerates during the winter, keeping school in many isolated settlements 
whither the people go to make a winter's work. His work is unique, and in the 
performance of it he is conscientious and indefatigable.

*' Coming to their school work, the Committee finds that their twenty-two 
schools had an attendance of i,88o and an average of 1,055 for the year. These 
figures are somewhat lower than those of last year, and are accounted for by the 
very severe winter and the prevalence of epidemics at some stations. The Inspec- 
tor says of them : — ' The character of these schools varies little from year to year, 
and remarks applicable to one are applicable to a dozen. In general terms they 
are each doing a good work in their respective localities, securing very fair results 
in subjects of a common school curriculum. The teachers, without exception, are 
assidious in their duty and approve themselves worthy of the confidence of their 
committees/ To particularise in a few instances: — 

" The Central Training School in St. John's is in two departments. The boys 
are under Mr. Coffin with a staff of pupil teachers, and the girls under Miss Short 
with the female pupil teachers. 

"In his Report to the Committee Mr. Coffin says: — 'The record of the past 
year's work is much the same as that of previous years. There has been a de- 
crease in numbers owing to various causes, of which I may mention two. (i) The 
establishment of new schools by other denominations; (2) the abundance of work 
opened up by the railway and other enterprises during the past two years. The 
latter has revolutionised school work to a very great degree, which is most notice- 
able in the increasing irregularity of attendance and the comparatively low aver- 
age age of pupils.' The examination of the school by the Inspector not only con- 
firms the above remarks, but reveals their necessary corollary — a decline in the 
quality of work as compared with that of former years. 

" In the Girls' School the attendance has maintained its usual average, and the 
studies their normal standard. 

"The Committee has arranged for the boys attending this school to take a 
free course of manual training in the Manual Training School at Bishop Feild 
College. 

" Thirty-nine pupil teachers have been in attendance at the schools during the 
year. Twenty-six qualified for the Government examination and are now con- 
ducting schools in distant parts of the Colony, meriting by ineir behaviour the 
good opinion of the people among whom their lot is cast. 
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' Your Committee cannot dismiss this part of their Report without expressing 
regret at the recent demise of Mr. J. W. Marriott, the Society's late Superin- 
;nt in Newfoundland. His services to the cause of education here are too well 
n to require repetition. He will be long remembered by those who were 
jht into contact with his genial gentle conduct. 

' The Pupil Teachers' Home, which has been full all the year, was never bet- 
egulated. All its inmates have been free from sickness, are in all respects 
y in their surroundings, and fortunate in possessing a devoted lady superin- 
!nt to direct their domestic and other duties. 

The Settlement of Great St. Lawrence has a large preponderance of Roman 
dHc people. They have two schools here, one for boys, and a second for girls, 
are taught by five nuns of undoubted qualifications. Large sums of money 

been spent on sumptuous buildings, and everything is done to make their 
)ls attractive. Our Church-people are amongst the poorest of the place, and 
)Ociety*s school witnesseth for the truth. The Missionary of the District has 
other consecrated churches to serve, and can make but rare visits to St. Law- 
;. His place for at least forty Sundays in the year is supplied by the Society's 
t, Mr. Skeffington, and but for the Society's operations there would infallibly 
w a serious leakage to Roman Catholicism. 

'The services of Mr. Pye at Cartwright, at least 500 miles distant from St. 
rence, are unique. He is in sole charge of at least 150 miles of the Labrador 
.. The Committee voted him a small sum towards the purchase of a boat to 
le him to visit with some comfort in the summer season the many people who 
IT here for the cod-fishery.

Sir, — We beg to submit for the information of the Government the subjoined 
statement of the Teachers' Pension Fund for the year ended 31st December, 1905, 
showing: — 

1. — The total amount which should be to the credit of the Fund on 
December 31st, 1905, in accordance with Education Act, 1903. 

2. — Withdrawals from the Fund during the year. 

3.-— The amount shown by the Savings' Bank Book to credit of 
Fund on December 31st, 1905. 

4. — Interest due the Fund by the Government for the year ended 
December 31st, 1905, as per Education Act, 1903, Sections 
6 and 68. 

By reference to the Savings' Bank Pass Book it will be found that the half- 
yearly contributions of the teachers, which became legally due and payable out of 
their augmentation grants on the 30th June and 31st December of the year just 
ended, were not actually deposited to the credit of the Fund for some time after 
the legal date. The last of the teachers' contributions for the half year ended June 
30th, 1905, was not paid into the Savings' Bank until August loth, 1905, and the 
last of the teachers' contributions for the half year ended 31st December, 1905, 
was not deposited until January, 1906; also, the interest due by the Government 
($885.87) on January ist, 1905, as per our report made March 6th, 1905, was not 
deposited until October 27th, 1905. 

In order to maintain the integrity of the Fund, as per Education Act, 1903, we 
have made our calculations as if teachers' half-yearly contributions were actually 
deposited on 30th June and 31st December, 1905, when same became legally due, 
and also, as if the $885.87 due the Fund on January ist, 1905, had been deposited 
on that date. 

The withdrawals from the Fund for the year ended 31st December, 1905, 
amounted to $2,445.14. The calculations of the interest due by the Government to 
the Fund being somewhat complicated by these withdrawals we have proceeded 
as in former vears and have: 
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I. — Allowed the Fund full interest as if there had been no with- 
drawals, and 

2. — Then deducted from total calculated to be due to the Fund 
at end of the calendar year, not only principal sums with- 
drawn during the year, but also the interest on each sum 
withdrawn from date of withdrawal. 

We have examined vouchers for all withdrawals and find same to be correct, 
d we hereby return the same with the Savings* Bank Deposit Book.

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APPENDIX E. 



Rales for Planning and Famishing Schools^ 



1. Before a school-room is planned — and the observation applies equally to ^ 
alterations in the internal fittings of an existing school-room — the number of 
children who are likely to occupy it, and the number of classes in which they 
ought to be grouped, are points that require to be carefully considered. Site. — 
The situation should be the most accessible to the majority of the people requiring 

it. It should be built in a dry, healthy locality, and whenever possible, with a 
southern aspect, and be at least from 50 to 100 feet from any public highway, and 
where practicable, be provided with ample school grounds suitably fenced. 

2. As a rule every new school should provide accommodation for at least one- 
fourth of the whole population of the denomination requiring it, and should be of 
such size as to give to each child at least 7 square feet of area and 150 cubic feet 
of air. 

:i 

(a) School-house for Thirty Pupils. — The school should have the following ^ 
inside measurements: — Width, 20 feet; length, 36 feet; height from 11 

to 12 feet. 1 

(b) For 40 Pupils. — Width, 24 feet; length, 36 feet; height 12 feet at least. 

(f) For 60 Pupils. — Width, 25 feet; length, 42 feet; height, 13 feet. , 

(d) For any larger number. — The room should be in the same proportion 
as the above, and, if possible, be divided with glass partition doors which 
might be easily removed or thrown back when required for grouping. 

3. Ventilation. — Every room should have facilities for proper ventilation, and 
where no better means are provided for this purpose the windows should be so 
constructed as to be easily opened from the top and bottom. 

4. A porch or room, with hooks or pegs regularly numbered, should be pro- 
vided for each school, and whenever the building will permit, there should be two 
such rooms — one for the use of the boys and the other for the use of the girls. 

5. Separate and convenient outhouses should be provided and kept in a cleanly 
condition for use of scholars of different sexes, and should be suitably screened by 
a high board fence. 

6. There should be a platform in each school with desk and chair for the 
teacher, and desks should be furnished for the scholars to accommodate not more 
than four each with seats having backs, and these so graduated in height as to 
suit children of different ages. 
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7. The seats should be arranged in rows facing a wall in which there are no 
\vindows,and the light should be made to fall from the left and above; they should 
also face the teacher. 

8. School Furniture. — Every school must have the prescribed registers and 
log-book. In addition there should be ample blackboard surface, maps of New- 
foundland and the hemispheres at least, wall-cards, ball-frame, clock, hand-bell, 
and pictures for object lessons. 

9. The following dimensions for chairs and desks are recommended: —

O^ THE 

Church of England Board of Examiners for (1) Admission of Papit 
Teachers, and (2) Grading of Teachers* 



PUPIL TEACHERS. 

1. Examination for admission of Pupil Teachers and for Grading of Teach- 
ers, will be held in St. John's, and at such centres as the Board may, from time 
to time, determine. 

2. Candidate must make application to the Superintendent of Education not 
later than one month before the examination. 

3. All applications must be accompanied by — 

{a) Certificate that the applicant is not less than 16 years of age and not 
more than 35; 

{b) Certificate of character satisfactory to the Board of Examiners; 

(r) Certificate of good health satisfactory to the Board of Examiners; 

(rf) The name of some responsible person, a near relative preferred, wil- 
ling to become security for such candidate if admitted to training. 

4. Only one candidate, will, as a rule, be allowed in training from any Dis- 
trict at the same time. 

5. In the event of two or more candidates applying from any District, the 
Board of Examiners will select the most competent. 

6. The Board of Examiners will determine the period of training necessary 
for each candidate. 



GRADING OF TEACHERS— GENERAL RULES. 

I. Every Candidate shall not be less than 16 years of age, and not more 
than 35, in good health and of unexceptionable moral character. 

2 No male candidate shall be eligible to receive any certificate from the 
Board of Examiners unless he has passed in one of the examinations of the 
Council of Higher Education — Education Act, 1903.

ASSOCIATE GRADE. 

I. No graded Teacher hereafter to be employed in any of the public schools 
of the Colony, and holding the certificate of the Associate of Arts from the Coun- 
cil of Higher Education, shall receive any portion of the amounts to which he or 
she would be otherwise entitled unless he shall have first taught a public school 
for a period of at least three years in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Ex- 
aminers and shall have complied with the other requirements of the Act. 

Teachers who have received the degree of A.A. from the Council of Higher 
Education shall be eligible to receive augmentation grant due thereon, provided 
that in addition to subjects prescribed for First Grade in Schedule E. of this Act. 
they shall also pass in one modern or ancient language, mechanics, shorthand and 
elementary science as prescribed by the aforesaid Council. — Education Act, 1903. 



LICENSE FOR UNGRADED TEACHERS. 

No Teacher shall be employed in the public schools who does not hold a re- 
cognized certificate of Grade : Provided that persons not holding such Certificates 
may receive from the proper Board of Examiners a license to teach, and may be 
employed as teachers for a period not exceeding six months — Education Act, 1903. 
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10. Payment of school fees shall be made half-yearly, according to Education 
Act, strictly in advance: — 

Each pupil learning subjects enumerated in Standards I. and II. of Schedule 
F. in Education Act, at the rate of one dollar per year. 

Each pupil learning subjects enumerated in Standards III. IV. and V., at 
the rate of one dollar and fifty cents per year. 

Each pupil learning subjects enumerated in Standard VI., at the rate of 
two dollars per year. 

Each scholar learning Navigation shall pay an additional fee at the rate 
of two dollars per year. 

The scale of fees in Superior Schools shall be double of those above given. 

And the Board will require the observance of the law: — "Any Teacher, or 
Chairman of a Board of Education, may recover the said fees, and 
others provided by this Act, in a summary manner before a Justice, 
either in his own name or in that of the Board: Provided that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent the Board from remitting the said fee.i, 
or any part thereof, to such persons as may be unable from poverty to 
pay the same." 

11. All Teachers shall be regularly engaged, according to form in Schedule E. 
of Education Act, 1903, and a notice in writing, (of three months), shall be deem- 
ed necessary, if the Board shall no longer require the services of a teacher, or 
when a teacher desires to resign his or her situation. But any teacher found 
guilty of immorality may be summarily dismissed by the Board without such 
notice. 

12. Each scholar shall be not less than four years of age, and shall attend 
school regularly and punctually, and is required to be clean and decently clad. 

13. Uniform Text Books approved of by the Governor in Council, shall be 
adopted by the Board for use in the several schools under its direction. 

14. Pens and ink shall be furnished by the Board to the children in 
each school; but the parents or guardians of the children shall provide books, 
slates, copy books, etc. N.B. — This regulation shall not prevent the Board from 
supplying the children of indigent parents or orphans with the above, free of 
charge. 

15. Parents or guardians shall be required to provide fuel and meet necessary 
incidental expenses for cleaning. 

16. The Board shall, either collectively or in part, visit each school under its 
jurisdiction every half-year ; but where any Board School is held at a distance 
from the residence of the Chairman or members of the Board, the Board may, 
nominate any one or more persons residing near the school to visit and superin- 
tend the same, subject to the order of the Bo^vA.— Education Act, 1903. 

17. It shall be the duty of the Board to inform the inhabitants of the District 
that "No Grant shall be made for school-houses unless the inhabitants of the 
locality requiring the same shall contribute an equal amount in money or in kind 
for the purpose." — Education Act, 1903. 

18. The teacher shall be required to read aloud these rules, at least once a 
quarter, in the presence of the pupils, immediately after morning prayers.

HINTS TO BEGINNERS 

ON 

THE ART OF TEACHING. 



The purpose of the Elementary School is to form and strengthen the charac- 
ter, to develop the intelligence of the children entrusted to it, and to make the 
best use of the school years available in assisting both boys and girls, attending to 
their different needs, that they may fit themselves practically as well as intellectual- 
ly for the work of life. 

With this purpose in view it should be the aim of every, teacher to train his 
children in habits of observation, and clear reasoning, so that they may gain an 
intelligent acquaintance with some of the facts and laws of nature. 



READING. 

The best method of teaching the letters is to make them on the Blackboard 
in the presence of the pupils. 

It is not necessary to teach all the letters of the alphabet before commencing 
the study of words. It is better to teach but three or four letters, which are then 
used in forming short words. Each new letter taught should be used with these 
already known in forming new words. 

Reading charts are most useful. The first lessons should be given by means 
of the blackboard and the charts. Afterwards the Reader should be used, and the 
necessity for its use becomes more evident as the pupils advance in knowledge. 

An exercise productive of excellent results is to make the pupils read a lesson 
first, afterwards dictate it to them. 

More time should be allotted to reading in the class for beginners than in 
the more advanced classes. 

An explanation of the words of the reading lesson should be given to the 
pupils of all the classes, and as soon as they are able to read easily they should 
be accustomed to give, in their own words, the substance of what they have read. 

The teacher should be unremitting in his efforts to make readers of his pupils. 
Pronounciation should receive special attention,

and join such words as should be joined. A drawling, singing or droning- 
ihould not be tolerated in any class.

*o give beginners an exact knowledge of numbers small objects on a numeral 
; should be used. In exercises for these pupils as a general rule, abstract 
ers should not be given. Mental Arithmetic is of great importance and should 
?ularly taught to all pupils. Numeration in its entirety is too difficult for he- 
rs. It is better to teach them intuitively and practically the four simple 
using in so doing, numbers of one and two figures; afterwards numbers of 
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more than two figures may be taught when needed. Problems should be practic- 
al and useful. They should generally be dictated to the pupils before being writ- 
ten on the blackboard. 



WRITING. 

In teaching this subject to juniors the elements of the letters should be writ- 
ten on the blackboard, in the presence of the class; then the easy letters such as 
i, u, m, n, etc., finally the other letters. In connection with each writing lesson ex- 
planations illustrated on the blackboard should be given. Teachers should see that 
the pen is properly held, that the pupil's position is the right one, and that the copy 
is properly placed. Pupils should be provided with head-line copy books. On ex- 
amination day, the pupils' full copy books should be exhibited and not two or 
three specimen pages prepared a few days before the examination. 



DRAWING. 

Industrial drawing, which consists in tracing the outlines of objects is of 
frequent use to all classes. Pupils should be watched over with extra care during 
this class. If satisfactory results are to be obtained this subject should be taught 
to the very youngest pupils and not to the more advanced only as is too frequently 
the case. 



HISTORY. 

This should include the lives of great men and women that have made and 
helped towards the growth of the British Empire. Lessons on Citizenship may be 
given with advantage to the higher classes. 



OBJECT LESSONS. 

Instructive conversations between the teacher and the pupils on the objects 'ly 
which they are surrounded. To take any object, state its colour, form, state, use, 
the substance of which composed, whence obtained and its properties are object 
lessons. Object lessons are an excellent means of developing the child's powers 
of observation, of teaching it to speak correctly, of imparting useful knowledge on 
agriculture, industry, commerce, hygiene, etc. 

Object lessons should be given simultaneously to all pupils placed under the 
direction of one teacher. 

In regard of all these subjects the teacher should aflFord frequent opportunity 
for oral and written Composition. 



HISTORY OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 

In elementary schools it is not necessary to teach more than the principal 
events; it should be the teacher's aim to interest his pupils by conversing with 
them about the principal personages and the most remarkable events. In teaching 
this subject places spoken of should be indicated on the map. 
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GEOGRAPHY. 

The words pole, equator, meridian, zone, latitude, etc., even when their mean- 
ings are explained, are not easily understood by beginners. 

In studying this subject it is better to commence by the School neighbourhood. 
The Synthetical method is suitable for more advanced pupils. Pupils studying 
Geography should make constant use of an Atlas or, of what is much better — wail 
maps. The teacher should accustom them to correctly point out places, boundar- 
ies, rivers, etc. A terrestrial globe is almost indespensable where it is desired to 
properly teach beginners. Pupils should be instructed mainly in the geography o/ 
their country and in that of the British dominions beyond the Seas, and scholars 
should be taught how to make simple sketch maps. 

HOME LESSONS. 

Home lessons when of the right kind are of great value. Home exercises may 
be given in connection with each subject of the course. These exercises should be 
made as interesting as possible; the object should be to develope a taste for study. 
When an exercise is given the pupils should be made to understand perfectly what 
is expected of them. The length of the exercise should be in keeping with the de- 
gree of advancement of the pupils. Pupils sufficiently advanced should enter their 
exercises in exercise copy-books. 

CLASS JOURNAL. 

The teacher should make special preparation for his work. It is very desir- 
able that he should keep a class journal in which to indicate day by day the les- 
sons he intends giving. He should keep note of the daily attendance, of the absen- 
tees, and of the good marks deserved by the pupils. To these marks a fictitious 
money value may be assigned ; thus there may be marks worth 5, 10, 20, 25, 50 and 
100 cents. The children will thus acquire the habit of counting money. 

THE BLACKBOARD. 

It has been truly said a blackboard is as valuable in a school as an assistant 
teacher. The use of this indispensable auxiliary cannot he too highly recom- 
mended. Instruction in writing, drawing, arithmetic, grammar, and in all the 
other subjects of school study may by means of the blackboard be made intuitive. 

CLASSIFICATION OF PUPILS. 

There should not be too many classes in a school. Teachers who divide their 
schools into many classes divide their time and energy and find it difficult if not 
impossible to maintain order. The defect of too many classes is very common in 
schools controlled by one teacher. 

In schools where there is but one teacher the more advanced pupils may be 
called upon to render assistance, but their duties should never go beyond hearing 
lessons or giving dictation. It is to be remembered that it is the teacher who 
teaches the different classes in succesion. Monitors should never be set to teach 
any part of a subject which has not been previously explained by the teacher. 
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REVIEWING. 

^Nc strongly advise teachers to review frequently; this is the only means 
teaching a subject in a thorough manner. When preparing their time table, tea 
ers should select Friday or some other day, upon which to review the work of 
week, and at the end of the month they should review the work of the month. 

Physical exercises including exercises in proper breathing should be frequei 
practised. 

Physical training should be accompanied by instruction in the elementary n 
of personal health, in respect of food, drink, cleanliness and fresh air, and by a 
ful cultivation of a correct position at writing and other lessons. 

Music should be taught by class singing, and should include the prac 
of good songs. 

National, patriotic, songs should be freely used even in the lower classes. ' 
care of the voice and the proper application of breathing exercises should also 
ceive attention. 
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
